Teen is facing 
child-porn raps 


Used internet to solicit and 
extort child-porn images: police 


BRADFORD WEST GWILLIMBURY - A 
male teenager faces child-porn charges after 
police raided a home Tuesday. 

The 18-year-old is charged with possession 
of child pornography, luring, extortion and 
marijuana possession. 

South Simcoe and York Regional police 
officers with the Internet child exploitation 
unit have been involved in an international 
child porn and extortion investigation which 
involved multiple victims under the age of 
18. 

This investigation led to a search warrant 
for this home. 

Police are continuing to identify other vic¬ 
tims from across North America, and over¬ 
seas. It's believed the victims range from 13 
to 17 years old. 

Police say the teen had been using the 
Internet to solicit and extort child porn 
images using the alias 'Frida Barbosa'. 

“His victims were not from Bradford, just 
random people on social media,” said Const. 
Richard Williamson of South Simcoe police. 
“One from Canada, some as far away as the 


UK. We don't have an estimate, but we're 
appealing for more victims to come forward. 

“We don't believe he's ever been in a posi¬ 
tion of trust. Investigation was focused on 
this one teen, not part of a ring.” 

Justin Salvanera, 18, appeared in the pris¬ 
oner's box in handcuffs. 

He was quiet and soft-spoken as he 
addressed the court and gave his name. 

The crown requested more time to con¬ 
tinue the police investigation. 

The justice of the peace allowed only one 
more day as he has already been in custody 
since 10 a.m. Tuesday. 

Salvanera was released on bail Thursday. 
There was a ban on publication on any fur¬ 
ther details. 

Investigators are looking for anyone who 
has had contact with 'Frida Barbosa' through 
the Internet or social media to contact the 
South Simcoe police crime investigations 
bureau, at 705-436-2141 or 905-775-3311 or 
Crime Stoppers, at 1-800-222-8477, with any 
information.

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Spring found guilty 
of manslaughter

Family members of Matthew Spring broke 
down in tears as a jury found the 21-year-old 
guilty of manslaughter Thursday in the death 
of Bradley Hubbard. 

Hubbard, 42, was stabbed in the neck with 
a broken golf putter during a family game of 
glow-in-the dark golf in Barrie three years 
ago. 

Spring's lawyer Angela McLeod had fought 
to prove that it was a case of self defence after 
Hubbard, a large man at 312 pounds, grabbed 
Spring's brother by the neck and started to 
choke him. Spring was just 18 at the time and 
his brother, Justin, was 19. Neither brother 


had ever been in trouble with the law. 

In court after the jury delivered its verdict, 
the two brothers hugged and wept. 

"It's OK,'' Spring told his brother, "It's OK.'' 

The older brother has often expressed his 
distress and blamed himself that his brother 
was ever charged with murder. "He was just 
trying to protect me," Justin said outside of 
court. 

Manslaughter can carry a sentence any¬ 
where from life in prison to house arrest. 
Spring had been charged with second-degree 
murder. 

Spring will remain under the strict bail 
conditions he has been under since 2011. A 
sentencing date has yet to be set. 


MP unveils newAEDs

With hockey season already underway, 
the announcement by MP for York Simcoe, 
Peter Van Loan in Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury on October 16, was timely. 

Van Loan, reaffirming his government's 
$10 million, 4-year commitment to fund¬ 
ing Automated External Defibrillators in 
recreational facilities across Canada, 
announced the installation of 5 new AEDs 
in Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

Thanks to a partnership between the 
Public Health Agency of Canada and the 
Heart & Stroke Foundation, he said, "I am 
happy to note that facilities across Yorlc- 
Simcoe will be equipped with these life¬ 
saving defibrillators." 

The new AEDs will be installed at the 
Bradford Community Centre, Bond Head 
Community Hall, Bob Fallis Sports Com¬ 
plex, and two at the new BWG Leisure 
Centre. 

Sam Abisaab, Health Promotion Special¬ 
ist with the Heart & Stroke Foundation, 
noted that Ontario already has approxi¬ 
mately 7,000 of the life-saving devices 
installed in public spaces, thanks to sup¬ 
port from the Heart & Stroke Foundation's 
Chase MacEachern Fund, and the 
province - but the federal funding is very 
welcome, especially since many of the 
defibrillators installed earlier are nearing 
the end of their shelf life, and need to be 
replaced. 

And there is room to install the AEDs in 
a variety of spaces, including schools. 
"These machines are saving lives," Abisaab 
said. "We need these to be as common as 
fire extinguishers." 

The survival rate for sudden cardiac 
arrest outside of a hospital setting is only 
5%, he noted - and for every minute that 
passes without treatment, "survival goes 


down." The timely provision of CPR and 
use of an AED can increase survival rates 
to 75%. 

He praised the announcement by Van 
Loan, noting, "This shows the commit¬ 
ment of the federal government, to safer 
communities." 

Bradford West Gwillimbury has an esti¬ 
mated 33 of the devices alerady installed, 
32 of them by the Province and Heart & 
Stroke, Abisaab said. Over the past two 
years, Simcoe County Paramedics have 
trained about 150 persons in their use, 
through the County's PAD program. 

"Our government is committed to pro¬ 
tecting the health and safety of all Canadi¬ 
ans," as well as promoting active lifestyles, 
said Van Loan. The goal of the funding is 
to install 2,000 AEDs, and train 20,000 staff 
and volunteers in their use, as well as cre¬ 
ating a national database of the AEDs to 
track their replacement. "Partnerships like 
this are crucial," to protect local residents. 

MPP Julia Munro was present at the 
announcement. 

"This is something both the federal and 
provincial governments have embraced," 
she said, sharing a story about a friend 
who suffered a heart attack on the ice, and 
was saved by the use of an AED. "It's really 
an opportunity that we should look at with 
considerable pride... They really do save 
lives." 

BWG Mayor Doug White thanked the 
government of Canada for taking the lead 
"in making buildings like this safe." 

The BWG Leisure Centre sees 7,000 
people come through the doors every 
month, he said, and 60,000 every year. 

"We have had medical emergencies. We 
want to do all we can to save lives," he said 
- and although the hope is that AEDs won't 
be needed, "it's comforting to know they 
are there."

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Ebola: Be 
vigilant, but 
don’t panic 

T he lessons Toronto learned 11 years ago during its 
Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS) outbreak 
will serve us well amid growing concern about the Ebola 
outbreak in West Africa. 

So far, unlike SARS, there hasn't been a confirmed case of 
the Ebola virus in Canada (named for a river near where the 
first outbreak occurred in Africa in 1976). 

But with the virus still spreading in Africa and the reality 
of international air travel, it will not be surprising if there is 
a confirmed case or cases here. 

That's cause for concern, but not panic. 

While Ebola, for which there is no cure, can kill upwards 
of 50% of those who contract it, depending on the quality of 
medical care, like SARS it is not highly contagious. 

It spreads through the exchange of bodily fluids, but is not 
airborne. You cannot get Ebola simply by breathing the 
same air as someone with the virus, although if they sneeze 
or cough near you (not typical Ebola symptoms), there is a 
risk of infection. 

The main threat in North America, as was the case with 
SARS, will be to health care workers caring for those who 
have contracted Ebola and who are in close contact with 
them when their symptoms are the most severe. 

No public expense should be spared to keep them safe. 
Ebola's symptoms include fever, headache, joint and 
muscle pain or weakness, sore throat, and, in the latter 
stages, diarrhea, vomiting, rash, stomach pain, impaired 
kidney and liver function and internal bleeding. 

Anyone developing such symptoms — especially if they 
have recently travelled in the outbreak zones of Guinea, 
Liberia and Sierra Leone — should contact their doctor or 
hospital immediately and isolate themselves until medical 
help arrives. 

We learned during the SARS crisis the best way to reduce 
fear is with information — daily briefings by public health 
and government officials went a long way to preventing 
panic. 

Finally, far more people this year will die from the flu 
than Ebola, which is why it's important to get an annual flu 
vaccine this fall. 

The best preventative measure in flu season — frequent, 
thorough hand-washing and not touching one's face with 
one's hands, is also the best way to guard against Ebola. 

So keep calm and carry on.

Drain impact discussed

There are approximately 750 property 
owners within the South Innisfil Creek Drain 
"watershed" who are impacted by the Dillon 
Engineering report recommending repairs 
and alterations to the drainage system. 

In the seven years between filing a prelimi¬ 
nary report in 2006, and filing a Final Report 
with Innisfil Council last September, the pro¬ 
jected costs of the work have ballooned from 
$2.6 million to more than $6.7 million, plus 
another $1.3 million for engineering costs. 

Under the Drainage Act, those costs are 
borne by the "benefiting landowners" within 
the scheme - and property owners are facing 
assessments that range from hundreds of dol¬ 
lars, to hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

The Town of Innisfil deferred acceptance of 
the Final Report, asking Dillon Engineering 
go back and consult with the landowners - 
and approached the Drainage Referee, to try 
to reopen the process, and avoid the crippling 
costs. 

The landowners have also organized, hold¬ 
ing meetings to prepare their arguments and 
present a united front to the Referee - object¬ 
ing to the "excessive scope, excessive cost, 
undue hardship" and errors by the Engineers. 

In an initial meeting on September 3, the 
Drainage Referee indicated his willingness to 
hear not only from the Town, but from the 
landowners - and on October 14, about 80 
property owners met at Skydive Toronto, to 
discuss their strategy before the next meeting 
with the Drainage Referee, scheduled for 
November 4 and 5 at the Barrie Courthouse, 
75 Mulcaster St., at 10 a.m. 

Describing the South Innisfil Creek Drain 
report as "a simple maintenance request that 
grew into an $8 million project," Diane Hoga¬ 
rth noted that the issue had its roots in a 
request from Innisfil Marsh farmer Boris 
Horodynsky. 

Horodynsky asked for maintenance of the 
drain after his crops were damaged by flood¬ 
ing, in 2000 - but for 2 years, the municipality 
failed to respond, and ignored his petition. 
He applied to the Drainage Referee for relief - 
and it was the Drainage Referee who ordered 
the Town to retain Dillon Consulting to carry 
out the study. 

Hogarth pointed out that "no-one showed 
up" for the original meeting with the Referee - 
something that won't happen this time. She 
proposed hiring a "very worthy" lawyer to 
speak for the owners and help make their 
case before the court, and establishing an 
new "Defence Fund." 

She asked for initial contributions of $100 
to $300 from the landowners, based on 
assessment. 

The proposals were approved by a majority 
of those present, as part of the effort to "turn 
this 10 year Cadillac version into a Volkswa¬ 
gen version we can all live with." 

Drainage Engineer John Kuntze, with 
Smart & Assoc., has been retained by Boris 
Horodynksy - who is as opposed to the Dillon 
Report as any of the landowners.

Kuntze, an engineer with 38 years experi¬ 
ence in drainage, said it was "unfortunate the 
engineer who prepared this report isn't here 
tonight" - and hadn't consulted with 
landowners since 2005, until ordered to do so 
by the Town of Innisfil. 

Kuntze pointed out that the Drainage Act, 
although over 100 years old, is an important 
piece of legislation. "You need this drain,"he 
told the property owners. "The drainage in 
Rural Ontario is one of the most fundamental 
infrastructures... You need the drain, and it 
needs to be maintained." 

Kuntze has reviewed the Dillon Report. His 
conclusion: "The report you currently have in 
my opinion is not the best report." There is no 
phasing-in of the proposed work, no justifica¬ 
tion of some of the recommendations, little 
consultation, and errors in assessment. 

He also suggested that the best line of 
action, once the scope of the work is consid¬ 
ered by the Referee, would be to move away 
from the court, to a local Drainage Tribunal 
that is more responsive, and can order 
changes to the study. 

Bottom line, "the first thing you need to do 
is determine what needs to be done," Kuntze 
said - warning that at the end of the day, it 
will come back to assessment, "and that hits 
everybody... When it's all said and done, 
there's still going to be a lot of unhappy 
people... but it needs to be somewhat better 
than what it is now." 

The second half of the meeting invited the 
candidates for Mayor, Deputy Mayor, and 
Councillors in Wards 1 and 7, to comment on 
the South Innisfil Creek Drain. Several of the 
candidates used the opportunity primarily to 


campaign - but all provided a comment. 

Then the meeting was thrown open to 
questions from the floor. The big question: 
"Why was the drainage issue of maintenance 
not addressed? Why wasn't it maintained all 
along? What happened to the tax money for 
that purpose?" 

After pointing out that Drainage does not 
use tax money, but only assessment on bene¬ 
fiting landowners once there is a petition for 
work, sitting Council members concurred, "It 
appears the Town dropped the ball at some 
point." 

Noted Councillor Doug Lougheed, "Had 
the Town maintained it properly, the initial 
application to the Drainage Referee would 
never have been done." 

Barb Baguley, incumbent and candidate 
for Mayor: Baguley noted that a unanimous 
resolution passed by Innisfil Council 
approached the Drainage Referee, "to per¬ 
suade the Drainage Referee to give new 
instructions to the Engineers, and tight time¬ 
lines" - and to look at alternative ways to fund 
the project, particularly through Infrastruc¬ 
ture funding. 

"If there was a tornado that hit the commu¬ 
nity, we would not expect those who were hit 
to cover the cost. This is similar." She argued 
that the province needs to "ante up, to give 
some infrastructure money." 

Gord Wauchope, candidate for Mayor: "It is 
something the new Council will have to look 
at," he said, suggesting that the Town look at 
a one-time payment from all residents, 
"where everybody can benefit and everybody 
can step up to the plate to help... I hope the 
Drainage Referee will listen to you, and have 
some common sense - and reduce the cost." 

Dean Braclco, candidate for Mayor: "It 


seems like an issue that has built, from 2002 - 
2005 - 2010." Bracko pointed out that if the 
Town refuses the report and shelves it, then 
the $1.3 million in costs to date become the 
responsibility of the Town, not the homeown¬ 
ers within the drainage area. "Part of what I'm 
trying to do is connect... I'm not trying to 
preach to you. I'm just trying to come up with 
a solution." 

Dan Davidson, incumbent and candidate 
for Deputy Mayor: "Encourage the Referee to 
consider an alternative process," asking for 
special funding from the province or a minis¬ 
terial order. "It is obvious that Council 
dragged on this issue, from 2002-2010. Some¬ 
thing has to be done before costs continue to 
escalate." 

Lynn Dollin, candidate for Deputy Mayor: 
Dollin pointed out that Staff, in 2013, recom¬ 
mended adopting the Dillon Drainage 
Report, and phasing in the costs to landown¬ 
ers over a 10 year period - but council 
refused, and asked the engineers to go back 
and consult. "Part of what they should have 
done in the first place was consult with the 
landowners, which they didn't do." After the 
consultation, Dillon found approximately 
$900,000 in savings - although the company 
billed the Town an additional $350,000 for the 
consultation. 

"Step 1 - Get through November 4 and 5, 
get ourselves on track. Right now we are 
living under a Court Order issued by a 
Drainage Referee who retired 8-9 years ago. 
Ask the Drainage Referee to untie our hands 
and give us some wiggle room." 

She urged the Town and landowners to 
challenge Dillon - "the cost of the report, out¬ 
lining the mistakes that they made" - and 
then finally, "once we get out of this mess", 


establish a drainage committee consisting of 
citizens and staff. 

Rob Nicol, Candidate in Ward 7: "My posi¬ 
tion is not to make promises." He called for 
"common sense", and after listing his com¬ 
munity involvement, concluded, "Unfortu¬ 
nately, the Town of Innisfil reacts in a reac¬ 
tionary way. Common sense does have to 
prevail." He suggested the cost of drainage 
infrastructure should be shared by all 
ratepayers, like roads, water and wastewater 
infrastructure, and called on the Town to use 
its revenues from the OLG Slots at Georgian 
Downs. "We owe it to all of you to offset this 
unreasonable burden." 

Angela Cristini, Candidate in Ward 7: She 
also called for "common sense," suggesting 
there is a disconnect with Council. 

"Property owners are not getting the infor¬ 
mation," and accused Town staff of acting 
against the interest of property owners, with 
"dollars spent on consultants when common 
sense should prevail." Cristini called the 
drain issue "nothing short of neglect by our 
municipality and our province," pointing out 
that the Innisfil Creek Drainage project will 
come to 10 times the overall cost of 133 other 
projects. She suggested it was an issue of 
property rights and claimed landowners were 
"misinformed and misguided by our Town 
office... Shouldn't the Town be held account¬ 
able?... Give the Property owners a voice." 

Debra Harrison, Candidate in Ward 7: Call¬ 
ing it a "complex issue," she suggested, 
"moving forward... offset the costs already 
incurred" by using the payments from the 
OLG Slots at Georgian Downs. "I will work for 
you and with you." 

Mike Brown, Candidate in Ward 7: Brown 
cited his experience as Deputy Mayor of 
Manitoulin, president of the local Rotary 
club, and 24 years in the Ontario legislature, 
including a role as Speaker, to suggest that he 
would pursue partnerships with the province. 
"I know how to make the province work with 
you, and how to help you work with the 
province... Whatever it took to fix this, I would 
do." 

Mariusz Karczewski, Candidate in Ward 1: 
"I'm a firm believer in strong property rights. 
Unfortunately we do not have strong property 
rights. I think that's the underlying founda¬ 
tion of this issue... If you're not happy with 
your assessment, please seek independent 
legal counsel." 

He also described a platform of keeping 
taxes low, maintaining existing infrastructure 
- "We need to ensure the Town maintains 
existing infrastructure like the South Innisfil 
Drain" - better consultation by the engineers, 
and proper oversight by the Town to keep 
costs down. 

Doug Lougheed, incumbent and candidate 
in Ward 1: Lougheed called it "shocking... that 
a preliminary report more than doubled," 
going from $2.6 million, to nearly $8 million. 
He suggested that the scope of the engineer¬ 
ing work needs to be reduced - especially 
since Dillon did not deal with the issue of the 
culverts under Highway 400, a responsibility 
of the Ministry of Transportation - and that 
the Drainage Referee should assign a higher 
share of the costs to the Town. 

"The Council needs to do a better job of 
maintenance."

ASSAULTING POLICE 

BRADFORD - A man who refused to leave a home Tuesday night 
now faces four charges, including assaulting police. 

At about 9:30 p.m., a woman called South Simcoe police to have 
officers remove an unwanted guest.

Cook for 35 minutes at 350°. 

Let cool down about 5 minutes to set and enjoy!

To be chosen by someone to be his Executor is an esteemed 
honour that should not be taken for granted. When someone trusts 
you with the responsibility for administering and disbursing his 
most valuable and prized possessions in accordance with his 
wishes, it is a high level of responsibility, that is evidence of the 
trust the Testator has placed in you. 

As an Executor, these are some of your responsibilities upon the 
death of the Testator: 

Initial Work 

• Make funeral / burial arrangements 

• Arrange for care of dependents or pets 

• Obtain the original death certificate 

• Publishing an obituary or announcing the death 

• Locate and review all important documents such as title 
documents for real property, share certificates, bonds, 
debentures and/or guaranteed certificates etc 

• Collect, secure and protect all securities, jewelry and other 
valuables, cash on hand, other documents / items of potential 
value. Maintain an inventory list at all times. 

• Cancel insurance policies held by the deceased 
The Will 

• Locate and review the Will, and make sure it is in fact the

• Set up a diary of time lines for what needs to be done and 
record it 

• Take control over chattels, such as motor car; collect keys to

Barrie's Royal Victoria Regional Health 
Centre (RVH) is prepared for patients with 
Ebola-like symptoms, says its chief of staff. 

“We feel we're ready/’ said Dr. Jim Shaver. “I 
don't think we can be more ready than we 
are." 

Ebola has killed more than 4,000 people in 
West Africa, according to the World Health 
Organization, and there are fears it could 
spread. 

According to Health Canada, the Ebola 
virus is a severe disease that causes hemor¬ 
rhagic fever in humans and animals. Ebola is 
often fatal as it affects the body's vascular 
system, how blood moves through the body. 
This can lead to significant internal bleeding 
and organ failure. 

Shaver says that Barrie's location is defi¬ 
nitely a factor in any risk of Ebola's spread. 

“We're not that far from Toronto (Pearson) 
International Airport, we have lots of staff 
(employees who) live in Barrie and work in 
the airport and airline industries, so we were 
concerned about the risk," he said. 

“This is something we had to be concerned 
about, even in August, when we started hear¬ 
ing about this," Shaver added. 

There have been no confirmed cases of 
Ebola in Canada. 

A health-care worker in Texas who treated 
an infected patient has tested positive for the 
disease. 

Border measures have been heightened for 
those travelling to Canada from West Africa. 


Since Sept. 26, 76 travellers from affected 
West African hotspots have flown into 
Canada via France, London, Morocco, Bel¬ 
gium and the United States. These people 
have landed in Montreal and Toronto, 
according to Health Canada. 

Shaver says RVH is ready, that patients 
entering the hospital through its emergency 
department are screened by a series of ques¬ 
tions - symptoms, travel history, etc. — that 
are part of a provincial policy. 

“Our triage staff at the front doors ... will 
ask those questions, and determine if a 
patient could potentially be at risk of Ebola," 

he said. “If the 


screen is what we call a positive screen, it 
means there are enough questions raised on 
the screening tool itself, that the person has 
to be considered a possible Ebola contact for 
infection, then they will go to one of our spe¬ 
cial rooms in the emerg department that is 
for infectious disease. 

“We have dedicated rooms in the emerg 
department, as well as other parts of the hos¬ 
pital which are negative pressure and infec¬ 
tious disease rooms, which make it a safe 
place for people with infectious disease, 
including Ebola, to be seen. 

“When such a person is identified, nor¬ 
mally they go to that room, then staff is 
alerted that they may be an issue and they 
have their own protocol in terms of personal 
protective equipment, which they will wear, 
and protocols they will use to keep them¬ 
selves safe while we work up the case," 
Shaver said. 

Shaver said RVH has protective clothing 
and gear for health-care workers. 

“This goes back to our experience with 
SARS," he said. “I believe also, we have an 
understanding with suppliers, that should 
our need increase, then we have access to 
more equipment as well. 

“We have what we need on site. That's the 
important thing." 

SARS first appeared in China and then 
spread to other countries. 

The first Canadian cases were identified in 
March 2003 in people who had travelled to 
Hong Kong and returned to Canada. 

Subsequent cases in Canada were traced to 
the first cases through close contact, includ¬ 
ing health-care workers, or to other travellers 
who had been in areas of Asia affected by 
SARS. 

The SARS outbreak claimed 44 lives in 
Toronto and 800 around the world. 

Shaver said Tuesday RVH doesn't have any 
patients with Ebola-lilce symptoms.

Light up your house for the holidays safely 


(NC) It's time to make 
your list, check it twice, 
and get your home in the 
holiday spirit. 

Take advantage of the 
milder temperatures right 
now to get your holiday 
lights up - and to get it 
done safely, consider these 
tips from Hydro One: 

• Always use Canadian 
Standards Association 
(CSA) approved lights, 
cords, plugs and sockets 
that are properly marked 
for outdoor or indoor use. 

• Do not overload cir¬ 
cuits. Have no more than 


1,400 watts on a circuit. If 
other lights in the house 
dim when the holiday 
lighting is turned on or the 
plug is very hot after 
unplugging it, your circuit 
is overloaded. To figure 
out a circuit's load, multi¬ 
ply the number of bulbs 
by the watts per bulb, and 
add any lamps, appliances 
or other equipment on the 
same circuit. 

• Before you put light 
strings on a shrub, tree or 
your house, check for 
breaks or signs of insula¬ 
tion deterioration. Frayed 


cords or loose connections 
indicate that the wiring is 
poor. Replace any defec¬ 
tive sets. 

• Never install lights with 
the power on. Test lights 
first, then unplug to install. 

• Keep electrical connec¬ 
tions off the ground. Use 
eave clips or insulated sta¬ 
ples, rather than nails and 
tacks, to hold light strings 
in place. 

• Keep wiring clear of 
metal parts such as orna¬ 
mental railings and drain¬ 
pipes, to prevent any risk 
of shock from an electrical 


current. Do not leave any 
light sockets empty if you 
want sections in your light 
string unlit. This can create 
a fire hazard or could be 
fatal if someone touches 
the inside of the empty 
socket. Instead place a 
burned-out bulb in the 
socket. This will not affect 
the other lights on the 
string. 

In addition to safety, 
why not save energy as 
well this holiday season? 
Make the switch to light 
emitting diode (LED) lights 
and enjoy significant 


energy and cost savings. 
According to Natural 
Resources Canada, LEDs 
use 80% less energy than 
their incandescent coun¬ 
terparts, so now is the time 
to upgrade your old incan¬ 
descent strings. 

If you're still not sure, 
consider this: incandes¬ 
cent bulbs waste a lot of 
energy - 90% of the energy 
they consume is used to 
heat the bulb, while only 
10% is used for lighting. 
LEDs, by contrast, directly 
convert electricity to light 
without the use of a 


filament or glass bulb, 
resulting in less energy 
loss through heat. 

LED light strings also 
last up to 10 times longer 
than incandescent light 
strings. And because they 
don't have moving parts, 
filaments or glass, they're 
much more durable and 
shoclc-resistant than other 
light strings.

5 ways to stay energy 
efficient this winter 


(NC) Old Man Winter is 
just around the corner, bring¬ 
ing cold, frigid temperatures 
and a desire to stay in and 
stay warm. Heating costs 
make up a significant portion 
of household expenses, but 
there are ways to manage 
your energy use while still 
staying warm and cozy. Josh 
Orzech, the director of home 
services for Direct Energy 
Alberta, shares five easy ways 
to improve energy efficiency 
this winter: 

1. Lower the thermostat: 
Put on a sweater or extra 
blanket and lower your ther¬ 
mostat by two degrees Celsius 
to save up to four per cent on 
your heating bill. Consider 
replacing your old thermostat 
with a programmable one 


- some versions learn your 
behavior and adjust the tem¬ 
perature based on your living 
patterns. 

2. Keep in the heat: Look 
into the attic and check to see 
if your current insulation 
needs to be topped up. 
Regardless of the type of insu¬ 
lation you have, there should 
be a minimum of 12 inches of 
insulation in your attic. 
Improving your home's insu¬ 
lation is one of the fastest and 
most cost effective ways to cut 
down on your heating costs. 

3. Maintain your furnace: 
Most manufacturers recom¬ 
mend that you clean or 
replace furnace filters every 
three months. It's important 
to book a full inspection with 
a professional to maintain 


your manufacturer's warranty 
and ensure your system is 
working safely and efficiently. 
Doing this should also help 
cut down on your energy 
consumption. 

4. Use Tree' heat: Open 
curtains and blinds on sunny 
days to let the warmth in. 

5. Seal it up: Check for air 
leaks around doors, windows 
and electrical outlets and use 
caulking or weather stripping 
to seal out the cold air. If you 
were to add up all the leaks in 
the average Canadian home, 
you would end with a hole 
about the size of a basketball.

How to keep the hot air in and the cold air out 


(NC) Now that the days are shorter 
and the nights are colder, don't let 
heat escape through leaky doors and 
windows. Weatherproof your home 
for the winter and help reduce your 
energy bill. 

Here are a number of tips from 
Hydro One to help capture the poten¬ 
tial savings: 

• Fill the gaps. Check the trim on 
windows for gaps between the frame 
and your house. As much as 13 per 
cent of your home's heat loss could be 
escaping through the gaps. If possible, 
stuff insulation between the window 


and frame. If that's not an option, try 
caulking around the window. 

• On sunny winter days, warm the 
air inside by opening window cover¬ 
ings to let the warmth of the sun in. 
Once the sun goes down, close win¬ 
dow coverings to trap the warmth in. 
Think of your curtains as insulation 
for your windows. 

• Another inexpensive option is to 
build a barrier against the cold by 
sealing your windows with plastic 
sheeting in the winter. All you need is 
a hair dryer, double sided tape and 
some inexpensive plastic sheeting. 


There is indoor and outdoor sheeting 
available, so be sure to read the label. 

• If your doors aren't properly fit¬ 
ted, air is leaking outside. Rubber 
weather stripping is an easy way to 
seal the door by creating a sldrt on the 
doorframe. 

• If you have a fireplace that you 
never use, consider getting it sealed as 
warm air is sucked out if the damper 
is open. If you do enjoy sitting by the 
fireplace, make sure you turn down 
your main thermostat. Fires can actu¬ 
ally draw heat from the room up the 
chimney so your furnace has to work 


even harder. 

• Close off air registers in unused 
areas or rooms. 

• Get a programmable thermostat 
and try these settings: 

- 21° (70°F) for relaxing 

- 20° (68°F) for working/exercising 

-18° (64°F) for sleeping or away for 
the day 

-16° (61°F) when away on vacation 

• Make sure your furnace is run¬ 
ning smoothly by: 

- Checking all of your intake and 
exhaust air vents to make sure they 
are clear. 


- Inspecting the filter. Hold it up to a 
light bulb and if you can't see the 
bulb, it's time for a new one. 

- Clearing the area around your fur¬ 
nace to ensure it is ventilated with 
ample circulation of fresh air for 
combustion. 

- Setting your furnace fan switch on 
"automatic" instead of "on" or 
"continuous"

Carbon Monoxide Alarm

(NC) - Ontario's new law that 
requires homeowners (and land¬ 
lords) to install at least one work¬ 
ing carbon monoxide (CO) alarm 
outside sleeping areas (if there is 
any risk of CO exposure) has many 
health and safety officials breath¬ 
ing a sigh of relief. Many home- 
owners though, might be scratch¬ 
ing their heads. 

While smoke alarms have had 
more than 25 years to become part 
of any safe home, carbon monox¬ 
ide alarms are a relatively new 
entry. Take a look at some valua¬ 
ble tips for protecting your family, 
since humans cannot see, smell, 
or taste this silent killer: 

• Carbon monoxide gas has 
almost the same density as air. 
That means it mixes freely with it, 
rather than rising above it (like hot 
air) or falling below it (like cold 
air). 

• Since carbon monoxide mixes 
with air, it means that a CO alarm 
can be installed anywhere: on the 
ceiling alone or as a combination 


smoke/CO alarm (battery pow¬ 
ered or hardwired); down near 
floor-level (plug-in); or on a book¬ 
case or shelf (battery power only). 

• If you choose a plug-in or 
hardwired model, be sure it also 
has a battery backup. A power 


outage is not a good time to be 
unprotected. 

• Symptoms of carbon monox¬ 
ide exposure include feelings sim¬ 
ilar to the flu, without the fever. 
Another telltale sign that you may 
have carbon monoxide in your 


home is that you feel lethargic, 
nauseous and achy in the house 
but quickly feel better when you 
go out. Then, when you return, the 
flu-like symptoms return. 

• Two of today's most popular CO 
alarm choices are: models that have 


battery backup and continuous (not 
push-button) digital displays that 
show you if low levels of the gas are 
present, allowing you to take correc¬ 
tive action before an emergency can 
happen; and, CO alarms that have 
sealed lithium batteries lasting 10 
years from activation. 

New models also feature a built- 
in “end of life" signal that tells you 
when 10 years are up and it is time 
to replace the entire unit. 

“When you do the math, a 
homeowner can save about $40 
during the 10-year lifespan of their 
alarm by switching to a worry-free 
model with a sealed lithium bat¬ 
tery," says Carol Heller, a home 
safety expert with alarm manufac¬ 
turer Kidde Canada. “And since 
most homes have at least two 
smoke alarms and one CO alarm, 
the savings can really add up. On 
top of that, the freedom of never 
having to change batteries again is 
a real hit with homeowners."
